EDITOR S NOTE 


The publications under the Phonetic Reader Scrus of the Central 
Institute of Indian Languages assume that learning a language im¬ 
plies an acquisition of u good pronunciation. In order to achieve 
this, a learner must acquire a capacity to recognize readily, without 
any error, the various speech sounds occurring in the language he is 
learning. He must acquire a capacity also to produce the individual 
speech sounds he has learnt In sequences. In addition to these three 
skills, which iru»y be suiTicicut to gain a reasonable pronunciation, 
the learner, depending on his needs, has to get a mastery over the 
orthography of the language lie is learning. This involves developing 
automatic associations between written forms and speech sounds 
These assumptions continue to guide the preparation of Phonetic 
Readers in Indian languages. 

We were fortunate that these Phonetic Readers received critical 
attention in various Indian and international journals of repute. 
While reviewers were very kind to the publications in this scries 
they have pointed out several areas in the Phonetic Readers which 
icguiic revision, deletion or change. There is an inherent problem 
in presenting phonetic materials, which are to be pronounced and 
practised nr the aural level through the medium of writing. More¬ 
over, presenting linguistically designed materials in a form that 
would be readily understood and followed by persons not linguistically 
trained also pose* a great problem. Our experience has been that a 
Phonetic Reader of the type presented liere would be u great effective 
prop for mastering the sounds of tk language in various contexts, 
if the Reader itself is followed by materials reproduced on magnetic 
tape and by material* illustrated and produced by the teacher in 
the dussroouL 

It is hoped that this Gromit Phemtic Reader, like its predecessors 
on other Indian languages, would be found useful by the second 
language learner.

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2. DESCRIPTION OF SPEECH 
ORGANS AND SOUNDS 


I. SrtrcH One an* ; 

Phonetics is u systematic study of the *ound> of the human 
language. These sounds can be studied from the pomi of view of their 
production, transmission and perception. We are interested here in 
tbc study of the production of speech sounds, which is called articula¬ 
tory phonetics. This study classifies the speech sounds on liie basis of 
their manner and point of urliculation. 

To learn u new language the learner should acquaint himself with 
some new sounds and their articulation. He needs constant practice 
in the beginning to acquire new habits of speech production. A know¬ 
ledge of the speech organs, (heir positions and their functions is 
essential for him to explicitly distinguish the sounds in perception and 
production and practice pronunciation. 

The roof of the mouth is divided into three parts. They are the 
teeth ridge ( alveolar-ridge ), the hard palate and the soft palate. The 
teeth-nclgc is the area which is just behind the teeth. Behind the teeth¬ 
ridge lies the hard palate extending to the middle of the roof. The 
soli palate (velum ) U upto the end of the roof found behind the hard 
palate. 

The cavity down below the mouth in the throat is the pharynx. 
Larynx, which is the upper pari of the wind pipe, is located below the 
pluuynx. Just above the larynx lies the epiglottis, which is a fleshy 
part to close live wmd-pipc while eating and has no function in speech 
production. 

The vocal fold* which look like lips are situated in the larynx. 
The space between the two vocal folds arc called the glottis. The 
vocal fold* may be kept apart from each other or may be brought

together to close. When they are kept apart the air will freely paw 
through the glottis causing no vibration of the vocal told* and thus 
producing voiceless sounds. When they are brought together to nearly 
close the passage, the air will force itself through glottis causing vibra¬ 
tion of the voeaj folds und thav producing voiced sound*. 

For the purposes of describing; the speech sounds, the tongue « 
divided into three parts. The part of the tongue which lies opposite to 
the soft palate is the back of the tongue the part which lies opposite to 
the hard palate is the front or the tongue; the part which lies between 
the two is the centre of the tongue and the part which lies opposite to 
the teeth ridge is the blade of the tongue. The extreme end of the 
longue i* the tip of the longue. Blade and tip together are called apex.

The tongue is the most flexible part of all the speech organs, and 
its different parts can touch different parts of the roof of the mouth as 
well as the teeth. Tt is capable of spreading out laterally as well as 
contiacting sideways 

The lips can be rounded or spread out and thus can change the 
shape of the oral cavity. 

2 Spkecii Sound** : 

The sounds which are produced by the speech organs and used in a 
language are called speech sounds. These speech sounds may be divi¬ 
ded into two broad categories via., vowels and consonants. 

2.1 VOWSLS : 

Vowels arc produced without closing or obstructing the air streams 
in anyway but modifying the shape of the oral cavity with the help of 
the tongue and the lips 

The position of the soft palate, which is raised to close the velum 
foi oral vowels and lowered for nasalized vowels, determines the orality 
and nasality of the vowel. The soft palate is raised to close the velum 
for producing the oral vowel and lowered for producing the nasal 

vowel. ( i ) is an example of the oral vowel and ( ■ ) is an example of 
the nasal vowel. Depending upon the length of lime a particular shape 
of the oral cavity is unmtamed, the vowels can lie divided into short 
and long vowels There is more muscular tension when the duration is 
long. ( l ) is an example of the short vowel and ( i: ) is an example of 
the long vowel. 

For the purposes of vowel description three points arc referred to 
on the horizontal axis indicating the position of the tongue, viz., front, 
central and back. (i ) is a front vowel. ( i ) is a central vowel and ( u ) 
is a back vowel. On Use vertical axis the height of the tongue is divided 
on a four point scale. The four points arc high, mid, low-mid and low. 
For the high vowel the tongue is brought closest to the roof of the 
mouth, but the passage for the air stream is not so natrow as to cause 
audible friction. For the uud vowel the longue is brought towards the 
roof of the mouth and close half of the mouth. For the low-mid vowel 
the tongue height will be in between mid uud low. Examples for the 
high vowel arc f i ) and ( u ); examples for the mid vowel arc ( c ) and 
( o ); examples for the low-mid vowel arc ( £ ) and ( 3 ); and example 
for the low vowel is ( a ). 

The lips assume l wo positions when producing vowel sounds. The) 
can be either spread or rounded, producing unrounded and rounded 
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vowels respectively. ( i ) is an caumplo for the unrounded vowel and 
( u ) ii an example Tor the rounded vowel. 

2.2 Co.UWiHTI ; 

In the production of consonants, there u some obstruction of the 
air stream and tins obstruction is caused by one or other of the speech 
organs. The obstruction may be complete ( closure ) or partial. 

The consonants are classified according to how and where the air 
stream is obstructed. The consonants may thu^ be cUssiiied into stops, 
affricates, fricatives, nasals, laterals, flaps and semi-vowels ou the above 
basis. The description of each group is given below. 

Stop* : 

The stop conso unts arc produced by dosing the air passage com¬ 
pletely ul soivr punt in the speech tract. The air is compressed behind 
this point due to the pressure from the lungs. The compressed air is 
released abruptly when the speech organ move* to produce the next 
sound. The abrupt release produces an explosive sound. The sound 
thus produced is called a stop. If .1 heavy puff of air accompanies rele¬ 
ase. tue stop is called aspirated stop. 

.onuuitN : 

When a stop consonant is produced, the release of contact is 
abrupt If. instead, the speech organ in contact is withdrawn slowly, 
the release of air will be gradual and (here is no explosion. Here the 
closure will be followed by friction The consonant produced Idee this 
is called the affricate 

Kiicstivks ; 

The partial closure of the air passage causes friction. During the 
partial cloture, uie uir passage is narrowed at some point and the air 
compressed by the pressure front the lungs escapes out with a hissing 
sound. The consonants so produced are called fricatives. 

If, during the pioduction ot n sound, the vocal cords are close and 
are vibrated by the air passing through, that sound is called n voiced 
sound, and if the vocal cords arc wide apart and are not vibrated that 
wound is called a voiceless sound The above mentioned sets of sounds 
stops and fricatives can be either voiced or voiceless. The following 
sounds are commonly voiced in the languages of the world. But they 
can also be voiceless

Nasal* : 

During the production ot nasal sounds, the oral passage is closed 
completely at some point Rnd the a*r passe* through the nasal passage. 
Tne soft palate is lowered to keep the nasal passage open. 

I.AlfcHAL* ; 

Some consonants arc produced by having the lip of the tongue 
touch the alveolar region or h ird pal tee m such u way that though 
there is complete closure in the middle of the mouth, a passage for the 
air to escape is left on one side or both tides of the to ague. The 
sounds for which the air stream goes out through (lie openings at the 
side* of the tougoc arc called laterals. 

f'ijsw : 

In the production of a Hap sound (he tip of the tongue if curled 
buck uud is brought forward suddenly so th.il it hits the palate at once 
and settles down. 

Skm^Voweu : 

The semivowels are half-vovNcU and half-consonants in the sense 
that they share certain characteristics of vowels and certain other 
characteristics of consonants. In the production of these sounds the 
speech organs take the position to produce one sound fairly but move 
immediately to a position to produce another. Because of this articula¬ 
tory feature, the semi-vowels arc also called glides. 

The above classification of consonants is based on the manner of 
articulation. They may be further classified on the basis of the articula¬ 
tion. The common points of articulation are bilabial, labiodental, 
dental, alveolar, retroflex, palatal, velar and uvular. Tic bilabial con¬ 
sonants are articulated with two lips. The labiodental consonants are 
produced by pressing the lower lip against the upper teeth. The denial 
consonants are produced by pressing the tip of the tongue against the 
upper teeth. The alveulaf consonant* are produced by pressing Use tip 
of tiac tongue again*! the alveolar region. The retroflex consonants are 
produced by curling the tip of the tongue back and pressing it against 
the hard palate, rise palatal sounds are produced by pressing the front 
of the tongue against the hard palate. The velar sounds arc produced 
by pressing the back of the tongue against the soft palate. The uvular 
sounds are produced by (lie vi brut ion of the uvuln. 



3. SPEECH SOUNDS OF GUJARATI 


As statei in the previous chapter, the descriptions of the sounds 
in this Reader would he based primarily on articulatory phonetics. An 
important criterion in classifying speech sounds under t ie articulatory 
phonetics is the manner in which the air stream is modi lied in the vocal 
tract. 

All the speech sounds are basically classified into vowels ( '

The vowcU in Gujarati can be classified on five cntcrian. These are; 
(I.) Part of the tongue: 

On the basis of tlie part of the tongue raised ( front central, back ) 
in their production. Depending upon the portion of the tongue that 
is involved in its production, a vowel is called either front or central 
or back. 

( ii ) Tongue Height: 

In producing any vowel, the pari of the tongue involved can, in 
terms of the tongue height, have two extreme positions. These arc as 
follows : 

( i) The part of the tongue can be raised to ti c maximum height 
permissible for producing a vowel, 

(ii } and. it can remain in position as close to the floor of live 
mouth as possible. 

The vowels produced with the tongue raised to the height permis¬ 
sible are known ns High Vowels and the vowels produced with the 
tongue remained close to the floor of the mouth arc known as Low 
Vowels. In between the two extremes one enn have n number of inter¬ 
mediary levels. As far as Gujarati is concerned, in addition to the 
high and low, there arc four more levels, viz., Lower-high, Higher-mid, 
Mean-mid and Lower-mid. These terms will be discussed while 
describing the individual vowels 

( it i ) Lip Position: 

At the time of the release of the outgoing air, the lips remain spread 
or rounded in various degrees. Hie vowels produced with lips in spread 
position are known as unrounded vowels and Uic vowels produced with 
lips tn rounded position arc known as rounded vowels. 

( Lv ) Position of the velum: 

The velum can he in a raised position, or in a lowered position. 
When the velum is lowered in *uch a way that themr-stream enters both 
the oral and nasal cavities. The velum may be so raised, the air stream 
enters oral cavity only, the vowels produced with lowered velum urc 
known as nasalized vowels and the vowels produced with raised vclutn 
may be called oral vowels, or simply as vowels. As a rule, all the 
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Gujarati vowels are voiced. That is, in the production of Gujaran 
vowel sound*, vocal folds are vibrated invariably. 

( v ) Vibrations of the vocal folds. 

The vocal folds can vibrate in two different ways in the production 
of Gujarati vowels giving rise to two sets of vowels : 

Murmured Vowels : 1 In the production of a murmured 
vowel ** there is a comparatively free passage for the air stream through 
the posterior position of the vocal folds where they arc kept apart. 
The rest of the lengih of the vocal folds is set in vibration. More quan¬ 
tity of air is required in the production of breathy voice than in plain 
voice.’* { Peri B: 1972, p 12 ). 

{ b ) Voiced Vowels; The rest of the vowels in Gujarati arc 
produced with ordinary voice. In the production of these vowels 
( which can be either nasalized or purely orai )*lhe whole length of the 
vocal folds vibrate producing ordinary voice. 

Note : The central vowel | a [ , has certain variations in spoken 
variety viz., ( i) when live vowel J a | » not emphatical/strencd it is 

pronounced like the first vowel sound in Hindi "STIR 'if, (ii ) when it 
is empiiatical/strecscd, it is pronounced as a vowel 4 similar to the 
vowel sound in Hindi /pwira/ 'letter*, (iii) when it occurs in 

words like /pad/ ' rank", »r/rfcr / 'fear* etc., the sound [a] is 
slightly prolonged and closer. 

To conclude, the Gujarati language has three types of vowels, viz., 
simple/ ordinary/oral, nasalized, and murmured as (he chart No. 4 
shows.

5. GUJARATI PMONEMICS 


In Gujarati, wc have 60 speech sounds, that is J6 consonants and 
24 vowels. But not all these speech sounds arc functionally significant 
in the sense that not all these sounds arc used to differentiate meanings 
between words. For example the difference between [p] and | ph ] 
in the following words are functionally significant 

Examples.

The functionally significant groups of sounds in a language are 
called phonemes. The speech sounds of a language may be grouped 
under its various phonemes on The basis of three criteria, viz., 
distribution. Similarity and identity of functions. From the point of 
distribution, if two elements occur in the same position with respect to 
each other with different function of meaning, they are said to be in 
contrast with each other and hence they are considered different 
phonemes. For example, in Gujarati /1 / and / th / are two phone¬ 
mes as they both occur in same positions in a word but with different 
meaning. For example;

But if one element occurs where the other does not, and vice 
versa, so that they complement each other, we say that the sounds 
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are in complementary distribution and these two speech sounds, 
known as aJIoptones, constitute a single phoneme. For example in 
Gujarati ( q J and [r) are allophones constituting a single phoneme 
because where ( 4 J occurs [ r ] does not occur. The allophones are 
written in square brackets. For example | 4 ] and f r ) and phone¬ 
mes arc written within slant lines /p/, fp\\f etc-

Ln grouping the ulloptione* under a phoneme, the criterion o 
phonetic similarity, is applied. For example m Gujarati [ d ] and [ r ] 
can be allophones of a phoneme hut not [4 ] and [ h ), or [4] and 
Ikh]. 

The rcquucuicnt of identity of function serves to prevent the 
grouping together the divpcxulc elements on the basis of complementary 
distribution and similarity of sound or meaning alone. 

A brief sketch of Gujarati phonemes, their allophones, their occu¬ 
rrences and distribution m a word. etc. is given in the following pages. 

There are 57 * phonemes in Gujarati including 32 consonants and 
25 vowels, viz., 10 sirapto.'oral. 7 n&saLxrd and 8 murmured vowelx.

Sequences or combination of two or three vowel sounds occur in 
Gujarati words. However sequence of V, V. with /a /as V, ( second 
sound ) does not occur. 

As mentioned earlier in Chapter 3 m producing any vowel, 
the part of the tongue height, have two extremes, viz.. (i) the part of 
the tongue raised to the maximum height permissible for producing a 
vowel, and (ii) ihc part of the tongue can remain in position closa to 
the floor of the mouth a* possible. The vowels produced with raising 
of the tongue is known as High Vowels and vowels produced with the 
tongue remained close to the floor of the mouth as Low Vowels. la 
between ihcsc two extreme levels Gujarati has four more levds known 
as Lower-high, Higltrmd. mid. and Lower-mid.

6. GUJARATI GRAPHIMICS 


In this chapter an attempt is made to give a brief sketch of tin 
Gujarati Script. The Gujarati Script is related to the Devanagari Script 
with which Sanskrit, Hindi and Marathi are written. 

lu Ills Gojarnti Script, the series ul letters / graphemes represent 
a series of syllables' consisting of either vowel syllable or a conso¬ 
nant vowel syllable. 

The script is written from left to right and the characters / letters 
graphemes are formed with predominately downward strokes of the 
pen; that is to say, the alignment (arrangement in a straight line) of the 
characters / graphemes is made from the lop downwards. For exam¬ 
ple : etc. These letters arc either with n Vtrtick line / stroke or 

rounded. For example,
